There are. also certain diseases, 
such as Bright’s or cirrhosis of the 
liver or typhoid fever, when an at- 
tack ‘of nosebieed may do good rather 
than harm—when it is, in fact, sim- 

ly a sign that Mother Nature is try- 
| ng to relieve her child in one way 
because she is balked in another. 
In these cases the flow is benefi 
cial, but the subject o. the attack 
| should be watched in order that 
| there should not be undue profusion, 
leading to a weakening of the vita! 
forces or if too prolonged to a gen- 
uine anaemia. 
When an attack of nosebleed seems 
| ts be doing no harm, as in the case 

of a young, healthy boy or girl, it 

ia best to let it alone or at the most 
afic- a time to use some very simple 
remedy, such as the application of 
cold over the brow by means of a 
cloth wrung out of quite cold water or 
by snuffing alittle cold water up 
the nostrils. 

There are certain old fashioned 
temedies, such as putting the key of 
the front door down the back, which 
do neither harm nor good, but which 
owe their origin to the same theory— 
the application of cold and shock. 

When cold water is snuffed up 
through the nostrils the addition of 
some mild astringent--alum or tan. 
nin, for example—will make the 
treatment more quickly efficacious. 

Sometimes, when other slight reme- 
dies seem to fail, pressing on the nos- 
trils will succeed in stopping the flow 

As to internal remedies, there i: 
none known that is of any avail ir 
au dangerous. nosebleed, and whea 
the danger point is reached there i: 
nothing to 35 but plug the nostrils 
When this treatment is called for 
the physician should be sent for t 
apply it, because he can by examina. 
tion locate the exact point of bleed. 
ing and will know just where the 
pressure shou!d come. 

There are cases of nosebleed, for 
tunately very rare, where it is im- 
possible to check the flow. Thes: 
cases are caused by a diseased state 
of the system which prevents coag- 
ulation of the blood, so that it -1m-. 
ply flows and flows away from the 
sufferer like water. It is well that 
these cases are rare, as they are 
generally fatal in spite of all treat- 
ment.—Youth’s Companion.

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WORK OF FAMOUS §T. BERNARD 
HOSPICE STILL GOES ON. 


‘The Heroic Monks and Their Noble 


Dogs, After Nearly a Thousand 
“Years High In the Alps, Are Stilt 
to Be Found Succoring Strayed Tra: 
velers In Icy Regions—Telephones 
Are Now Used In the Good Work. 


Few stop to, think of the herdic 
lives of the monks of St. Bernard, of 
the mén who assist them or of the 
dogs who co-operate with them in 


the snowy and frozen wastes of the 
Simplon Pass in the Alps. 

The rescue force consists of 17 monks 
and 15 assistants who undertake the 
work for tne sake of humanity, The 
men must be strong of limb and lung 
and robust in every way to stand the 
life. Even with perfect physical en- 
dowment most of them break down in 
their twelfth year of service. A few 
last fifteen years and then death fol- 
lows. No member has lasted more 
than twenty years. The constant ex- 
posure and attendant hardships are 
too much for human endurance. As 
the monks live 8,000 feet above the 
sea level the cold is intense and the 
breathing of such a rarified air in- 
jures the health and hastens the end. 
They live near the region of perpe- 
tual snow, for the winter lasts nine 
months of the year and even in July 
snowstorms occur which bother great- 
ly the tourists who make the passage 
of the steep road to the monastery in 
large numbers. 

The hospice was founded 948 years 
ago by a nobleman, Bernard de Men- 
then, for the benefit of pilgrims tra- 
For a long time after 
the monks were installed they were 
harassed by the brigands who infest- 
ed the surrounding mountains. Some- 
times the demands of these vagabonds 
were refused and then’ the thwarted 
would go away after threatening ven- 
geance. Sodn a squad of 25 or 30 of 
these pirates of the mountains would 
appear, but they found barricaded 
doors and windows impossible to pass 
and the monks lived in a state of 
siege until fierce storms drove the bri- 
gands away. 

Napoleon in leading his army of 
30,000 across the Alps, in 1800, headed 
for Italy, used the hospice as a bar- 
racks for his weary, frost-bitten sol- 
diers. At St. Pierre, the last village 
on the Swiss sidej are shown the 
small table and the armchair used at 
breakfast by Napoleon before starting 
for Italy. 

The monastery is a plain, unpreten- 
tious block of gray buildings with 
thick walls to withstand the terrific 
gales and snowstorms. The snow is 
frequently eight or ten feet deep roun! 
the hospice and gometimes. forms en- 
ormous drifts which reach to the roof 
of the building. Shelter can be pro- 
vided for nearly 400 travelers and dor- 
ate dhe for about 100; anyone crogs- 
lig’ theepass' 1% Welconre to “the hespi- 
tality of the monks. Voluntary con- 
tributions can be made and, fortunate- 
ly, there is a generous.response, for 
the cost of keeping up the mouwastery 
is very heavy, as everything has to 
be hauled so far over a dangerous, 
long and none-too-godd road. Mules 
have to haul the food and other sup- 
plies for many miles each day. Two 
meals are served—one at 12 m. and 
one at 6 p.m. Every nation is repre- 
sented in the crowds at the tables. 
The monks mingle freely with the 
diners and make them feel at home. 
Two pianos presented by King Ed- 
ward of England are played in the 
evening after dinner to make the hours 
pass pleasantly. More than 20,000 
persons cross the pass every year and 
more than two-thirds of the number 
make the journey during the winter. 
The majority are laborers, on their 
way to work, who cannot wait for 
more favorable weather, and it speaks 
volumes for the vigilance of the monks 
that a life is very rarely lost now. 
The monastery is connected by tele- 
phone with stations on both sides of 
the pass and whenever travelers start 
to make the ascent the number is tele- 

honed to *« monks so that they can 
ook out for them and send rescue 
parties to their aid if they fail to put 
in’ an appearance, 

Everyone has heard the wonderful 
stories of the sagacity of the St. Ber- 
nard dogs. At the top of the pass is 
a monument in memory of one who 


| saved 40 lives during the ten years of 


its existence. On one ocficasion it dis- 
covered in the snow a child whose 
moter had. been killed by an ava- 
lanche. After rousing it by licking it» 
face, the dog induced it to get on its 
back and brought it safe and sound te 
the hospice 

Some oi the dogs stand more than 
30 inches high and weigh about 150 
pounds. They are extremely powerful 
and have t®en known to drag an un- 
conscious man over the snow for 
three-quarters of a mile. Their sense 


| of smell is so highly developed that 
| they can detect a human being ever 


when he is covered by several feet of 
snow. The training of such intelligent 
animals docs not present'many diffi- 
culties and is undertaken in the sum- 
mer. The young dogs are taken into 
the valleys where there is always snow 
to be found. One man will go om 
ahead and completely bury himself in 
the snow. Then a dog is at first takem 
by one of the monks to look for him 
and afterwards sent by ‘itself to dis- 
cover the hidden person, By degrees: 
it is taught to bark when it has found 
him and also to rouse the man if un- 
conscious and lead him back to the 
hospice. 

Before the telephone was introduced 
the dogs used to earry food strapped 
to a saddle on their backs as well as @ 
flagon of wine tied to the collars, but 
now they are sent out with the wine 
alone, as the weight of the food and 
the saddle impeded them in their 
work. These dogs are.so trustworthy 
and intelligent that they are some- 
times despatched by themselves to 
guide travelers down the mountain 
side or show them the way to the 
monastery. If they happen to find am 
exha) .

The 
bell called the people to prayers, and 
tolled their knell when they died. 
Presently it gathered legends. 
| §t..Fillan’s bell worked strange won- 
ders, folks believed. Certainly rob- 
bers and prowling evildoers would 
| pause in their work if they caught 
| the sweet tone of its ringing on the 
wind, Long after abbot and abbey had 
| passed away this bell remained, lying 
| on a stone in the kirkyard. Thither 


diseases might be charmed away. 
Sometimes, indeed, as a special favor

money), the bell would be carried to 
the sick, instead of the sick coming 
| to the bell. It had to be conveyed 
| back immediately. If not, it, would

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IN CONDEMNED CELL. 


Every Indulgence Is Given to Prison. 


ers at the Last. 
What happens to a man, condemned 


to die on the scaffold, from the time | 


he leaves the dock doomed, to the mo- 
ment the small body of men enter his 
cell one morning to inform him that 
the hour has come for the carrying 
cut of the orders of the law? 

A condemned man has a few privi- 
leges not according to other convicts. 
He may be atlowed to smoke, he may 
be granted a little beer on occasions, 
his food may be just as he chooses, 
but all this greatly depends on the 
governor of the prison. 

A condemned 
alone, day or night; warders are al- 
ways in the cell, and in the centre 
of the floor stands a.small table, and 
on it rests a book. This book must be 
carefully written up, for it must con- 
tain a complete account of all the con- 
vict’s doing, his sayings, his requests, 
and so forth. In short, it contains 
a detailed account of the convict’s life 
in the condemned cell, and nothing 
must be omitted. 

Naturally this book makes very in- 
teresting reading, but it is quite im- 
possible to have a look at it, for after 
th: execution is over the book is care- 
fully sealed, and is known of no more, 
unless the Home Office, for some rea- 
son, desires to peruse its pages. 

A condemned prisoner does not go 
out to exercise with other convicts; 
he is taken out quite alone when no 
inquisitive eyes may rest on him, and 
he is not paraded for Church service 
with the others. He does attend cha- 
pel, but he occupies a pew by him- 
self, and is.sereened off so that other 
‘convicts may not see him. 

Sometimes a condemned man plays 
dominoes or draughts with the ward- 
ers in-charge of him—it is a rule to in- 
dulge any condemned prisoner so far 
as possible, but a daily paper he is not 
allowed to have, although he may read 
a3; much as he likes, but only volumes 
from the prison library. He does no 
work unless he specially asks for it, 
and thep he is only give such tasks 
as do not necesitate the using of sharp 
tools in case of any attempt at sui- 
cide. 

A condemned man may write and 
receive letters, and he may see visi- 
tors, but never alone—a warder is al- 
ways present, and visitors see the con- 
vict through a form of pgrijje—they 
may neither touch nor kiss hYm. 

On the morning of the execution 
the prisoner is awakened early. Break- 
fast is given, and it consists of What 
the doomed“man desires. Afterwards 
he may smoke, and await the coming 
of the chaplain. The latter official is 
always in the condemned cell on the 
morning of execution. 

In due-time the convict’s ordinary 
clothes are handed in, and these he is 
required to put on, but no collar or tie 
accompanies the suit of clothes. They 
are not wanted, for the neck must not 
be covered up in any way. 

Within a few minutes of eight 
o’clock or nine o’clock, a small body 
of men reach the door of the condemn 
ed cell—they are the officials entrust- 
ed with the carrying out of the law’s 
demands. They enter the cell; the 
convict stands up, and is asked by one 
particular official if he is “John 8o- 
and-so?”’ 

On an affirmative answer being giv- 
en, a document has to be signed by 
one of the officials—this document is 
a receipt to the governor of the prison 
for delivering up to the proper auth- 
orities the said *‘John So-and-so’s body 
for legal execution.” 


A few preliminaries have to be gone [| 


through with—the prisoner, for in- 
stance, is asked if he has anything to 
say, uny requests to make. 
cutioner is then introduced, and swift- 
ly the prisoner’s arms are pinioned. 
Once on the seaffold the business is 
soon over—the feet are placed on the 
chalked-out marks, the legs are deftly 
pinioned, the white cap is placed in 
position, the rope is adjusted with 
running noose lying behind the left 
ear, the signal is given, and the 
hangman does his part, and in a min- 
ute afterwards the execution is com- 
pleted.—Pearson’s Weekly,

That Canadian fruit growers could 
make good money by using 
cull apples for cider, instead of feed- 
ing them to stock, was’ the advice 
given to the Ontario Fruit Growers’ 
Convention a short time ago by Louis 
Menmier of Paris, France, who is 
| conducting experiments on the cider- 
| making qualities of local fruit 
| Toronto University. He has found 
that 10 pounds of culls will make one 
gallon of cider; it costs 8 or 9 cents

If the quality were good it 
would: sell for 35 cents in Europe. A 
barrel of culls should easily net the 
grower $1.35.
